500 DEMONSTRATE 
| PATERSON RAIN 


Paid No Attention to 
Rain; Demand Relief 


PATERSON, N. J., Feb. 9—A dem- 
onstration was held today in front 
of the City Hall. 500 workers made 
up the demonstration in the midst o 
a heavy downpour of rain, sticking 
it out for about 2 hours, until the 
delegation came out of the City Hall 


‘| after presenting the demands of the 


unemployed workers ta the Finance 
Board of the City. The City budget 
was adopted without any considera- 
tion to the demands of the unem- 
ployed workers. The delegation was 
elected by the conference of all labor 
and fraternal organizations of Pater- 
son which represent 5,000 workers. 


Rubin, of the N. T. W. U., E. Lafia- 
dis, representing the Communist Par- 
ty, Pelton, representing the Ex- 
Servicemen’s League, and A. B.

At first the delgation was not ad- 
mitted to the hall, but later when the 
city officials saw the 500 workers

Workers to Administer. 
Thereds no doubt that the admin- 
istration of this fund should be left 
in the hands of the workers and un- 
employed workers, an dnot left to the 
agents of the government to hand 
out, to their favorites, and with all 
sorts of discrimination. The bill sets 
sets up a machinery of city, township, 
county, state and national commit- 
tees, elected by the workers in the 
factories and other places of work, 
and by the jobless, to handle the 
cisbursement of the insurance fund. 
It is specifically stated that no dis- 
crimination against young, women, 
foreign born or Negro workers shall 
be practiced in insurance payments. 
Other Social Insurance. 

The bill will provide for social in- 
surance in the form of payments to 
all over the age of 55, partially or 
totally incapacitated ex-service men, 
women workers at time of childbirth, 
young workers over 14 yedrs of age, 
and partial payments to part time 
workers,

Leather Workers’ Industrial Union of 
Philadelphia, Constance Lippa, who 
has been conducting the eight weeks 
strike of shoe workers against wage 
reductions and speed-up in the 
Finkelstein, Standard and Model shoe 
shops. 


After six weeks of militant strug- 
gle the Model shoe company was 
forced to settle with the workers and 
withdraw the wage cut proposal and 
recognized the shop committee. This 
victory of the workers was answered 
by the bosses with vicious injunc- 
tions, depriving the workers of every 
right to protect their jobs and “to 
break the strike. 

Twenty workers were arrested defy- 
ing the injunction and thrown into 
jail, all were released since excepting 
the union organizer, Constance Lippa, 
who is claimed to be the “judge’ 3”! 
prisoner. The injunction judge bra- 
zenly boasts of how he is going to 
handle these radical labor leaders. 

All efforts to have Lippa brought 
to trial or to have bail set and Lippa 
released pending trial have been in 
vain. The bosses’ judge arrogantly 
says he is my prisoner. and I will 
see to it that he dpes not conduct 
any more strikes against wage cuts. 
Lippa is not only being held with- 
out bail or trial but the bosses’ judge 
is also trying. to have Lippa deported 
back to Italy into the hands of the 
fascist government.

A new step has been taken by 
Briand for French capitalism in the 
war preparations against the Soviet 
Union. At the recent Geneva con- 
ference to “discuss” the pan-Euro- 
pean scheme, the French capitalists 
tried to draw Italy and Germany

PEKING.—Chinese newspapers re- 
port that revolutionary troops, sev- 
eral thousand strong, have occupied 
the town of Lyanshan in the north 
of the province of Kwangtung, and 
that further revolutionary troops are 
menacing the town of Lyansyan in 
the south of the province of Kiangsi. 
Reports also show that the revolu- 


developing. The Chinese newspapers 
report that Soviets have been elected 
in a number of villages in the Wan- 
zin district on the Corean frontier. 
Land, buildings, grain and seed were 
divided amongst the peasants. 

The authorities have established a 
re of terror around Tsingtau and 
numerous arrests are being made 
every day. From the 18th to the 20th 
of January, 50 persons were arrested. 
Japanese machine - gun companies 
are guarding the district. 

The Chinese newspaper, “Shen Sin 
Shi Bao’ reports that on the 19th of 
January many persons were arrested 


in Mukden for distributing Commu- 


nist literature. Further, six Corean 
and Chinese members of the League 
against Imperialism were also ar- 
rested. Communist appeals have 
ben pasted on the walls in many 
parts of Harbin. 

Chinese newspapers report that in- 
vestigations are being conducted in 
Shanghai against a group of Japan- 
ese accused of being Communists. 
The accused are said to have con- 
ducted agitation and propaganda for 
the withdrawal of all Japanese troops 
from China. The group is also said 
to have conducted propaganda 
amongst the Japanese troops. The 
newspapers report that the Japan- 
ese authorities have been made very 
uneasy by the swift growth of Com- 
munist propaganda. The develop- 
ment of revolutionary propaganda in 
Manchuria is closely connected with 


‘the economic crisis which increases 


the general miséry and discontent and 
offers a good basis for’ communist 
propaganda. A number of match 
factories have just been closed down 
in Mukden. 


Haitian Misleaders Dissatisfied 
With Their Judas Bargain With U. S. 


Resent Refusal of American Imperialists to 


Give Them Greater Share in Loot—Use Threat 
of Mass Revolt Against U. S. 


Oppressors 


PORT AU PRINCE, Feb. 9.—There 


fare growing signs of an increasing 


rift in the new accord reached some 
months ago between the U. S. imper- 
ialists and the Haitian bourgeoisie 
for joint exploitation of the Haitian 
masses. 

The latest sign that the Haitian 
bourgeoisie do not consider that the 
U. S. imperialists are making suffi- 
cient concessions to the native bour- 
geois misleaders as the price for their 
betrayal of the national Itberation 
struggle is seen in the wrath of the 
native bourgeois press against .the 
refusal of the American bosses of the 
Haitian Government to acknowledge 
an order from President Vincent 
(who succeeded Borneo as the Jead- 
ing native tool of the American oc- 
cupation) promoting three employees 


of this city. La Reaction, wnder. the 
caption, “Un Soufflet” (an insult), 
declares: 

“The insult given to the Haitian 
people by Mr. Dana Munro, who ally- 
ing himself to the head engineer of 
the Department of Public Works, and 
refusing to accept the Commissions 
signed by his Excellency, the Presi- 


dent of Haiti, has provoked the logi- 


cal and natural reaction of all the 
Haitian engineers and employees of 
the Department of Public Works. 
Effectively this morning, singe ten- 
thirty, all the services of this de- 
partment went on strike, as an act 
of protestation ‘against the rebellion 
of Mr. Duncan, who refused to obey 
an act which is a constitutional pre- 
rogative of the President of the Re- 
public of Haiti.” 

La Presse, a Haitian bourgeois 
daily, takes the lead in an effort to 
rally the Haitian masses behind the 
demands of the bourgeoisie for im- 
portant concessions from their im- 
perialist bosses: 

“On this occasion, putting aside ~"! 
rancour, the whole Haitian people 
must mass its¢lf behind the gove...- 
ment of Mr. Stenio Vincent who must 
lead. the fight against the enemy, 
until the fatal end: Integral Freedom 
of the Haitian people of thein en- 
slavement! 

“Haitians! Up like a single man, 
stand erect ard face the beast! We 
have had enough of the degradin; 
humiliation of the white American! 
There is no justice, there i» no in- 
dependence for the man who is 
eternally in a state of submission!”

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STRIKE LESSONS TO BE 
LEARNED 


By I. AMTER. 


December 11, after 10 days’ strike, the strike 
of the Eagle ‘pencil workers was declared 
off, and the workers returned to work defeated. 
This: strike is of great importance to the revo- 


trict, sinee it was the first attempt to apply the 
néw methods of preparing and conductiong strike 
struggles. 

The Eagle pencil workers were composed of 
two groups: men who earned up to $40 a week, 
and girls and women who earned as little as 
$8 a week. Some of the men had had organ- 
igational experience, while the, women and girls 
were totally jnexperienced. The men numbered 


about 200, the women and girls 740—a total of” | 


940. workers. 

On October 10th, the company announced a 
general wage cut of 10 per cent. The-—shop 
nucleus of the Party immediately issued a shop 
paper. The Section Committee began holding 
shop gate meetings. The result was that the 
workers in the shop were so aroused that the 


. mittee—a committee not elected by the workers | 


in the shop, owing to the impossibility of hald- | 
ing open meetings, because of the spy system in 
the shop—but a committee which the sup- 
port of the workers, in the shop. e Trade 
Union Unity League entered the field, and 
through leaflets showed the workers the way to 
prepare for the struggle. 

‘Towards the end of November, the company 
posted another wage cut. The workers became 
more active, and on December 1, the day the 


cut was to go into effect, the shop committee | 


issued a leaflet demanding either that the com- 
pany withdraw the wage cut, or the workers 
would call a stoppage, 


The word stoppage was used, for once be 
the workers had stopped on the job. Th p 
committee meant strike, but it did clearly 


explain this to the workers. The result was 
that the workers readily stopped work, but not 
understanding the meaning of strike, did not 
willingly go to the strike hall.’ 


The. conditions. for struggle were present and 
the, workers well understood. ° But_ understand- 
ing and willingness to strike are not all that are 
Strike preparations require 


all workers, organization by departments, picket 
committees, defense, entertainment, visiting 
committees (to visit the workers who d6 not go 
down to the picket line). These things were not 
done at the beginning of the striké, and no prep- 
arations were made for them. 


with the result that scabs passed into the fac- 
tory under police protection, with hardly any 
resistance from the workers. 
Many other errors were made in the 

(1) The strike committee was not a real, funt- 
tioning strike committee, bat consisted of the 
leader of the strike sent in by the Trade Union 
Unity League, Comrade A. Rubin, with an-inac- 
tive group of workers headed by a chairman 
who was. opposed to the strike (this fact was 
brought to the notice of the T.U.U.L. only after 
the strike)! The strike committee should have 
been mercilessly criticized, the incompetent 
members should have been removed and young 
militants elected in their place. (2) The strike 
committee failed te develop the necessary ac- 
tivities—formation of, picket, defense, publicity, 
visiting, entertainment committees.. (3) The 
strike meetings were not properly prepared. 
Recognizing the character of the strikers, the 
greatest effort should have been made to draw 

maximum number of strikers. into the activi- 
‘ties. Failure to do this proved disastrous to 
the strike. 


(4). Knowing hat ds Bes and women were 
inexperienced in strike on, more members of 
the Party should have been added to the picket 
line to give it more backbone and militancy. (5) 
The T.U.U.L.. did not mobilize the workers of 
the other industries to show their solidarity by 
aiding the workers on the picket line. This iso- 
lated the pencil strikers from the general move- 
@ent. (6) Although the T.U.U.L. supplied a 
umber of speakers who helped to increase the 
momentary militancy of the workers, it should 


have been clear from the general character of 


the meetings and the dwindling picket line, that 
the ‘spirit was flagging. 

(7) The Trade Union Unity League was kept 
in the background, even though speakers of the 
T.U.U.L. spoke at the meetings. No effort was 
made to enroll even the strike committee in the 
TU.UL. (8) The T.U.U.L., on the other hand, 
made the serious mistake of not forming @ union 
of the workers the very first day of the strike 


(11) The Young Communist League failed al- 


most completely in the strike. It is true thet

against the strikers, and of the strikérs against 
the police (an openly opportunist point of view), 
his reporting the “solidarity” of Mr. Rybicki, 
head of the city employment buregu, with .the 
strikers (1!) and his general ‘pessimism regarding 
the strike—the T. U. U. L. should either have 
removed Rubin immediately or have strength- 
ened the leadership. This the TUUL fajled 
do—and this together with the other Shots, 
basic errors in the strike, led to the defeat of 
the workers. 

Many lessons must be learned from this strike, 
since an attempt was made to conduct it ac- 
cording to the new hiethéds ‘and ‘strategy. It is 
obvious that in this périod, when the workers are 
showing a willingness to strike against wage cuts 
and conditions, more is necessary than an arous- 
ing of enthusiasm. Both ideological and organ- 
izational preparations must be made before. and 
during the strike. The shop committe must 
know its-responsibilities and duties. It must see 
the whole scope of the strike. It must 
stand the various fields in which the workers 


‘must be active. It must make provision for all 


the needs of the strike. And above all it must 
unhesitatingly criticize itself and encourage all 
criticism, unearthing the weaknesses and short- 
comings and rectifying them at once. For such 
delay often costs the strike. 

The Trade Union Unity League and the Party 
must accept full responsibility for the loss of the 
Strike. The workers went back to work, not 
feeling that they were beaten by superior forces, 
but by failure of the leadership properly to or- 
*ganize the strike. 

New contacts must be obtained in the shop. 
The defeat of this strike will encourage the tom- 
pany to introduce further wage cuts ahd speed- 
up. The’ Workers, although discouraged by the 
failure of this strike, will fight again. Having 
learned from the experiences of this strike, they 
will be in a better position to conduct a strike 
along the lines of correct strike strategy, with 
the proper organization and militancy. But 
above all, the Party and TUUL membership must 
Jearn from this strike. Shop bulletins must be 
issued by the Section Committee, meetings with 
the workers must be held. A new organization 
committee must be formed, and the work con- 
tinue. It will be more difficult, but it can be 
done, and the workers will be convinced that, al- 
though the TUUL did not succeed in this strike, 
there is no other method than that ef the TUUL, 
vbich must be correctly understood and applied.

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On Applying New Party 
Methods

Today, two months after the 12th Plenum of 
our Party, it is the task of every fuctionary as 
well as the entire Party to examine how much 
we have actually succeeded to transform and ap-

We will take the following examples for illus- 
tration of what we mean by failure to grasp the 
practical application of the decisions of the Par- 
ty, and where instead, application was made in a 
mechanical way.
